Vital  statistics. 


POPULATION. 

The  vital  statistical  Tables  in  this  Report  are  still  based  on  the  official 
population  as  given  in  the  1901  Census.  To  attempt,  at  this  distance  from  the  last 
census,  a correct  estimate  of  the  County’s  population  by  the  application  of  atiy  factor, 
or  of  combined  factors,  would  be  very  difficult  and  the  result  unreliable.  Undoubtedly 
the  population  of  some  districts — notably  Newquay,  St.  Ives  and  other  rising  places 
has  increased  since  1901  ; but,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  grounds  for  believing  it 
has  decreased  in  others. 

The  difficulty  would  be  considerably  lessened  were  the  interval  between  the 
censuses  reduced  to  five  years ; and,  in  the  opinion  of  many  Medical  Officers  of 
Health,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  this  should  be  done  for  “ the  effects  of  efforts  to 
improve  the  health  and  prolong  the  lives  of  the  people  can  best  be  measured  by  the 
comparison  of  rates  of  sickness  and  of  death  calculated  from  the  total  population.” 
There  being  no  official  estimate  of  the  County’s  population  since  the  last  census,  it 
is,  therefore,  best  for  comparison  and  other  purposes  still  to  adhere  to  the  one 
supplied  and  which  was  given  in  the  Report  for  1904,  viz.:

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BIRTHS. 

There  were  7,101  births  registered  during  the  year,  of  which  3,589  were 
males  and  3,512  females,  giving  a birth-rate  of  22  per  thousand,  against  22'3i  for 
the  previous  year.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  last  five  years  is  2 2 '99.  The 
previous  five  years’  average  was  23*46.  The  County’s  birth-rate  in  1901  was  24*47 
per  thousand,  so  that  in  five  years  it  has  declined  2*47.  If  there  be  any  consolation 
it  will  be  found  in  the  fact  that  in  this  respect  Cornwall  is  only  experiencing  con- 
ditions that  are  general  throughout  the  Country.  Whatever  may  be  the  causes  which 
are  bringing  about  so  undesirable,  and  may  be  unnatural  state  of  things,  they  are 
beyond  the  power  of  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrest  or  to  prevent.  Table  1 shows 
that  in  the  Rural  districts  3,996  births  were  registered,  of  which  2,010  were  males 
and  1,986  females,  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  21 '44  per  thousand;  and  in  the  Urban 
portion  3,105,  of  which  1,579  were  males  and  1,526  females,  equal  to  a birth-rate  of 
22*77  per  thousand. 

The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1905  was  27'2  per  thousand,  which 
is  0*7  per  thousand  below  the  rate  in  1904,  and  which  the  Registrar  General  says 
is  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  28*2. 

DEATHS. 

Deaths  registered  from  all  causes  during  the  year  numbered  5,133 — 2,581 
males  and  2,552  females,  giving  a general  death-rate  of  15  90  per  thousand,  against 
i4'72  for  1904 — an  increase  of  i'i8  per  thousand  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 
This  iucrease  is  mainly  due  to  3 1 1 more  deaths  occurriug  from  Whooping  Cough 
(94),  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  (139),  and  all  causes  (78)  than  were  returned  in 
1904. 

The  Rural  districts  contributed  2,883  deaths — 1,438  males  and  1445  females, 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  15  46  per  thousand,  against  14*12  last  year,  and  the  Urban 
portion  2,250—  1,143  males  and  1,107  females,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  16*50  per 
thousand,  against  15*54  last  year.  Table  7 shows  that  while  the  Rural  districts 
maintain  their  advantage  over  the  Urban  as  to  the  general  death-rate,  they  have  to 
yield  to  the  latter  in  regard  to  the  birth-rate,  the  natural  increase  rate,  the  Infantile 
mortality  rate,  and  the  zymotic  death-rate. 

The  average  general  death-rate  for  the  County  for  the  last  5 years  is  15*50 
per  thousand.  The  previous  5 years’  average  was  15*61. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1905  was  15*2  per  thousand,  which 
the  Registrar- General  says  is  1*0  per  thousand  below  the  rate  in  1904,  and  lower 
than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  15*7.  It  is  singular 
that  Cornwall’s  death-rate,  which  is  invariably  below  that  of  England  and  Wales, 
should  not  have  shared  in  the  general  improvement.  But  such  is  the  fact,  and  there 
is  no  getting  over  it. 

AGE  AND  RELATION  TO  DEATHS. 

Table  2 shows  that  of  the  5,133  deaths,  837  occurred  under  the  age  of  one 
year  (against  806  last  year)  ; 290  between  one  and  five  years  (against  308  last  year)  ; 
142  between  five  and  fifteen  years  (against  126  last  year)  ; 247  between  fifteen  and 
twenty-five  years  (against  231  last  year)  ; 1,478  between  twenty-five  and  sixty- five 
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years  (against  1,339  last  year)  ; and  2,139  amongst  persons  of  sixty-five  years  and 
upwards  (against  1,942  last  year).  The  table  also  shows  how  these  deaths  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  Rural  and  Urban  districts  repectively. 

By  eliminating  the  deaths  under  5,  and  65  and  above,  the  mortality  among 
the  active  portion  of  the  County  is  obtained.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  1,867 
deaths  in  this  division  (171  more  than  last  year),  giving  a death-rate  of  578  per 
thousand.  The  mortality  rate  of  the  1,127  deaths  under  5 years  (13  more  than  last 
year)  is  3*49  per  thousand,  and  that  of  the  2,139  deaths  of  aged  persons  (197  more 
than  last  }^ear)  is  6’62. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

Diseases  taken  as  Zymotics  for  statistical  purposes  are  the  following:  — 
Small-pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup,  Typhus  Fever,  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Cholera  and 
Diarrhoea,  and  Dysentery.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  upon  the  number 
of  deaths  occurring  from  these  diseases,  and  Table  3 shows  that  there  were  279 
deaths  during  1905,  giving  a Zymotic  death-rate  of  o’862  per  thousand,  against  185 
and  o'573  per  thousand  for  the  previous  year— an  increase  of  33  per  cent,  for  which 
epidemics  of  Whooping  Cough  are  responsible.  The  Zymotic  deaths  included 
Small-pox,  1 ; Measles,  17  (against  39  in  1904);  Whooping  Cough,  140  (against 
46  in  1904);  Scarlet  Fever,  9 (against  3 in  1904);  Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup,  29  (against  25  in  1904)  ; Enteric  Fever,  15  (against  10  in  1904)  ; Continued 
Fever,  3 (against  1 in  1904)  ; and  Diarrhoea,  64  (against  61  in  1904).  There  were 
no  deaths  from  Cholera,  but  there  was  1 from  Typhus  Fever — the  first  of  the  kind 
we  have  recorded.  Of  these  279  zymotic  deaths  163  occurred  in  the  Rural  districts, 
and  1 16  in  the  Urban,  giving  a Zymotic  death-rate  of  C875  and  o'858  respectively. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1905  was  172  per 
thousand,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  r88.  Cornwall’s  rate  of  o'862,  although  higher 
than  last  year,  compares  favourably  with  that  of  England  as  a whole. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Owing  to  the  epidemics  of  Whooping  Cough  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
this  year  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year 
was  837  (inclusive  of  12 1 premature  births),  against  806  in  1904,  giving  a percentage 
of  i6‘30  of  the  total  deaths,  a death-rate  of  279  per  thousand,  and  the  proportion 
of  H7‘87  per  thousand  births.  This  is  5 '95  greater  than  last  year;  but  the  per- 
centage of  the  total  deaths  is  better  by  o'66. 

The  relative  proportions  of  the  Rural  and  Urban  districts  are  as  follows  : — 
Rural , 465  deaths  (inclusive  of  67  premature  births),  giving  a death-rate  of  2*49  per 
thousand  of  its  population,  16  13  per  cent,  of  its  total  deaths,  and  ii6‘36  per 
thousand  births.  Urban , 372  deaths  (inclusive  of  54  premature  births),  giving  a 
death-rate  of  272  per  thousand  of  its  population,  1 6‘ 5 3 per  cent,  of  its  total  deaths, 
and  iip’So  per  thousand  births. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1905  was  128  per 
thousand  births,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  140. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Table  6 shows  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Infectious  sickness  in  each 
district  coining  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  1905. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Cholera  or  of  Relapsing  Fever  reported  during  the  year. 
In  the  Rural  districts  there  were  notified  or  ascertained  7 cases  of  Small-pox,  137 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  2 cases  of  Membranous  Croup,  83  cases  of  Erysipelas,  506  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  (more  than  double  the  number  notified  the  previous  year),  1 case  of 
Typhus  Fever,  52  cases  of  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever,  1 case  of  Continued  Fever, 
and  11  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  making  a total  of  800  cases,  against  509  in  1904, 
giving  a disease-rate  of  4^29  per  thousand.  In  the  Urban  districts  522  cases  were 
reported,  against  280  cases  last  year,  giving  a disease-rate  of  3'82  per  thousand,  and 
comprised  Diphtheria,  91  cases;  Membranous  Croup,  1 case;  Erysipelas,  86  cases; 
Scarlet  Fever,  304  cases  (nearly  treble  the  number  reported  last  year)  ; Enteric  or 
Typhoid  Fever,  31  cases;  Continued  Fever,  4 cases;  Puerperal  Fever,  4 cases; 
and  Plague,  1 case.  Altogether  1,322  cases  were  notified  or  ascertained  for  the 
whole  County,  against  789  cases  in  1904,  giving  a disease-rate  of  4^09  per  thousand 
— an  increase  of  i'65  per  thousand  on  the  rate  for  last  year.  315  of  the  cases  were 
under  5 years  of  age,  and  1,007  above. 

MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

From  Measles  there  resulted  17  deaths,  against  39  last  year.  15  of  the 
deaths  occurred  in  the  Rural  districts.  Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  and  caused  140  deaths,  being  101  more  than  the 
number  reported  in  1904,  or  an  increase  of  138  per  cent.  The  Rural  districts  con- 
tributed 92  deaths,  and  the  Urban  48.  These  figures  show  that  these  diseases  were 
far  more  prevalent  and  fatal  in  the  Rural  portion  than  in  the  Urban.  As  these 
diseases  are. mot . notifiable  the  number,  of  cases  cannot  be  stated,  and.  for  the  same, 
reason  the  ratio  of  percentage  of  deaths  to  attacks  cannot  be  given.  But  from  the 
high  number  of  deaths  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  cases  must  have  been  exceedingly 
numerous. 

The  mortality  rates  for  the  whole  County  are  : — Measles,  o‘c>5  per  thousand, 
against  o' 12  last  year ; Whooping  Cough,  0*43  per  thousand,  against  o' 13  last  year. 
The  large  increase  of  the  latter  disease  has  made  itself  felt  on  the  County’s  general 
death-rate  ; and  also  on  the  Infantile  mortality  rate. 

For  England  and  Wales  the  death-rates  from  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  are  respectively  o'32  and  0^25  per  thousand,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  C39 
and  o' 2 9 


DIARRHOEA. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  numbered  64,  against  61  last  year;  equal  to  a 
Diarrhoeal  death-rate  of  o' 19  per  thousand,  which  is  practically  identical  with  the 
rate  for  1904.  In  the  two  previous  years  the  disease  was  nearly  equally  divided 
between  the  two  divisions  of  the  County  ; but  this  year  the  equality  is  broken— the 
Urban  districts  having  returned  46  out  of  the  64  deaths.  But  there  is  a similarity 
in  the  number  of  deaths  under  5 years.  Last  year  the  number  was  54  ; this  year  it 
is  55.  Improper  feeding,  neglect  and  uncleanliness  are  the  factors  which  cause  this 
unnecessary,  and  therefore  ruthless  slaughter  of  the  little  ones.  We  repeat  what  we 
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said,  under  this  head,  in  our  last  Annual  Report,  that  there  is  a great  need  of  en- 
lightening the  poorer  inhabitants  on  the  proper  methods  of  rearing  and  feeding 
children.  Some  authorities,  on  the  recommendations  of  their  respective  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,  distribute  plainly-worded  handbills  or  pamphlets  bearing  on  the 
matter ; and  where  this  is  done  there  is  a marked  improvement  in  the  Infantile 
death-rate.  It  is  desirable  that  this  practice  should  be  general  instead  of  isolated, 
for  hundreds  of  the  poorer  mothers  are  grossly  ignorant  of  their  maternal  duties  in 
this  respect,  and  in  consequence  many  lives  of  little  children  are  needlessly  sacrificed, 
and  lost  to  the  State,  which  otherwise  might  be  saved. 

The  Diarrhceal  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  last  year  was  o'59  per 
thousand,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  o'83.  Cornwall’s  rate  of  o' 19,  although  higher 
than  it  should  be,  again  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  the  Country 
generally. 

SCARLET  FEVER  AND  SCARLATINA. 

Scarlatina  caused  9 deaths  in  1905.  This  is  just  treble  the  number  of 
deaths  returned  in  the  previous  year,  and  gives  a death-rate  of  0'02  per  thousand. 
The  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases  is  also  greater  than  last  year,  being  i'll,  against 
0*87.  The  cases  notified  numbered  810—265  more  than  in  1904.  The  Rural 
districts  returned  7 deaths,  and  506  cases,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  0'03  per  thousand 
of  its  population,  and  a ratio  of  i'38  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified.  The  Urban 
portion’s  contribution  was  2 deaths,  and  304  cases,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  0 01  per 
thousand  of  its  population,  and  a ratio  of  o'65  per  cent,  of  deaths  to  attacks. 

For  England  and  Wrales  the  Scarlet  Fever  death-rate  in  1905  was  o'n  per 
thousand,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  o' 13. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

Deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  during  the  year  numbered 
29,  against  25  last  year,  29  in  1903,  and  56  in  1902.  The  decline  which  has  been 
going  on  since  1902  is  therefore  arrested.  But  although  this  is  so,  there  is  still  an 
improvement  in  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  attacks  which  evidences  one  of  two 
things,  or  it  may  be  both,  the  more  mildness  of  the  types,  or  more  successful  medical 
treatment.  The  death  rate  for  the  County  is  o'o8  per  thousand,  against  o'C9  last 
year,  and  ratio  of  i2'55  percent.,  against  i5'o6.  The  Rural  districts  reported  17 
deaths,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  o'c>9  per  thousand  of  its  population,  and  139  cases, 
giving  a ratio  of  I2'23  Per  cent  The  Urban  districts  reported  12  deaths,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  o'o8  per  thousand  of  its  population,  and  92  cases,  giving  a ratio  of 
i2'93  per  cent. 

The  Diphtheritic  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  last  year  was  0'i6  per 
thousand,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  o' 16. 

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  Enteric  Fever  during  the  year — 5 more  than  in 
the  previous  year,  giving  a death-rate  of  o'C4  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  a 
ratio  of  i8'o7  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified.  The  Rural  districts  contributed  13 
deaths,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  o'o6  per  thousand  of  its  population,  and  25  percent. 
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of  the  cases  notified,  and  the  Urban  2 deaths,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  o'oi  of  its 
population,  and  a ratio  of  6'05  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified.  It  will  thus  be  seen 
that  Enteric  Fever  was  far  more  prevalent  and  fatal  in  the  Rural  division  of  the 
County  than  in  the  Urban,  and  reverses  the  conditions  of  last  year,  when  the  number 
of  the  cases  and  also  fatalities  were  about  equally  divided. 

In  the  Registrar-General’s  returns  the  death-rate  from  Enteric  or  Typhoid 
Fever  is  not  shown  separately.  It  is  apparently  grouped  with  Continued  and 
Puerperal  Fevers,  and  the  death-rate  from  those  combined  diseases  in  1905  is  given 
as  o'c>9  per  thousand,  same  as  in  1904,  and  for  76  Great  Towns  o'o8. 

Cornwall’s  death-rate  from  the  same  diseases  is  0'o6  per  thousand,  against 
o'oq  last  year.  Although  it  is  a little  higher,  still  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  rest  of  the  Country. 


SMALLPOX. 

In  June  an  outbreak  of  Small-pox  occurred  in  St.  Germans  district  among 
navvies  employed  on  the  Railway  and  Reservoir  Works  just  beyond  the  borders  of 
the  county  but  sleeping  within  it.  The  Authorities  there  by  their  vigorous  action 
confined  the  outbreak  to  the  locality  in  which  it  first  appeared,  and  prevented  it 
spreading  to  other  parts.  There  were  6 cases  notified  with  two  deaths.  The  disease 
was  therefore  of  a very  virulent  type,  and  the  Authorities  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  success  which  attended  their  efforts  in  grappling  with  it. 

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  does  not  call  for  much  comment.  As  in  1904,  so  this  year, 
Cornwall  was  comparatively  free  from  it.  Although  16  more  deaths  were  registered 
from  it  this  year  than  last,  the  disease  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  present  in  epidemic 
form  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  The  deaths  directly  due  to  Influenza  numbered 
49,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  o’ 15  per  thousand  of  the  population,  against  33  and  o' 10 
respectively  for  1904.  As  last  }^ear  so  this  the  Rural  districts,  as  is  natural  they 
should  do,  enjoyed  a greater  immunity  from  this  disease  than  the  Urban,  the  figures 
being  : — Rural,  1 7 deaths,  death-rate  per  thousand  of  its  population,  o'09  ; Urban, 
32  deaths,  death-rate  per  thousand  of  its  population,  o'  2 3. 

CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  caused  by  Cancer  during  the  year  was  3 1 9 — an 
increase  of  11  on  last  year’s  total,  and  of  20  on  that  of  1903.  It  was  hoped  that  the 
decline  which  set  in  in  1902  would  have  continued,  but  it  is  not  so,  and  the  disease 
seems  to  have  as  great  a hold  as  ever.  As  in  previous  years,  the  highest  number  of 
deaths  occurred  in  the  Rural  districts.  Tables  3 and  4 show  that  the  distribution 
and  rates  were  : — 

Rural  ...  191  deaths;  death-rate  i'o2  per  thousand. 

Urban  ...  128  deaths;  death-rate  C93  per  thousand. 

County  ...  319  deaths  ; death-rate  C98  per  thousand. 


PHTHISIS. 


There  is  an  increase  of  17  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered  from  Phthisis 
in  1905,  but  the  total  and  rate  are  identical  with  the  figures  for  1904.  The  total  this 
year  is  445  and  deate-rate  1^37  per  thousand,  against  428  and  i’32  respectively  for 
last  year.  From  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  disease  there  resulted  120  deaths, 
against  106  last  year.  The  sexes  and  age  periods  of  these  deaths  cannot  be  stated, 
as  only  in  a few  instances  is  this  information  supplied.  The  average  death-rate 
from  Phthisis  for  the  last  5 years  is  1 40,  which  is  the  same  as  the  previous  5 years’ 
average.  In  the  Rural  districts  there  were  238  deaths  registered,  equal  to  a death- 
rate  of  1 '2 7 per  thousand  of  the  Rural  population,  and  in  the  Urban  207,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  i‘5i  per  thousand  of  the  Urban  population.  The  advantage,  therefore, 
very  properly  remains  with  the  Rural  portion  of  the  County.  But  in  regard  to 
Other  Tubercular  diseases  the  death-rate  is  the  same  in  the  two  divisions  of  the 
County,  viz.,  o'^y. 

ACCIDENTS  AND  SUICIDES. 

Deaths  due  to  violence  during  the  year  exceeded  the  total  of  the  previous 
year  by  37,  and  were  as  follows  : — From  Accidents  137,  and  from  suicides  26,  against 
101  and  25  respectively  in  1904.  In  the  Rural  division  there  were  87  accidents  and 
18  suicides  ; and  in  the  Urban  50  accidents  and  8 suicides.  The  percentage  of  these 
fatalities  to  the  total  deaths  is  : — For  the  whole  County,  3'i7  ; for  the  Rural  districts, 
3 ‘64  ; and  for  the  Urban,  257. 

PHYSICAL  DETERIORATION. 

During  the  year  we  issued  a special  Report  on  “ Alleged  Physical  Deteriora- 
tion of  the  People.”  From  so  high  a percentage  of  men  who  were  rejected  by  the 
Army  authorities  for  active  service  in  the  late  Boer  war  on  account  of  failing  to 
come  up  to  the  redticed  standard  of  the  Army  Regulations,  the  opinion  was  formed 
that  the  English  race  is  seriously  degenerating.  With  the  view  of  ascertaining  how 
far  this  opinion  is  held  and  warranted  by  facts  relating  to  Cornwall  in  particular,  the 
Earl  of  Mount  Edgcumbe,  as  Chairman  of  the  County  Council,  drew  up  a set  of 
questions  bearing  on  the  subject,  and  submitted  them  to  the  various  Medical 
Practitioners  in  Cornwall,  and  asked  for  replies  thereto.  In  response  to  his  Lord- 
ship’s appeal  49  answers  were  sent  in.  By  the  information  these  replies  afforded 
there  is  conclusive  evidence  of  some  amount  of  physical  and  mental  deterioration  of 
the  people ; but  it  is  questionable  whether  it  is  more  pronounced  in  Cornwall  than  in 
other  Counties. 

As  regards  physical  degeneration  the  principal  causes  are  (1)  Immorality 
producing  syphilis;  (2)  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants;  (3)  the  pernicious 
habit  of  smoking  by  boys,  producing  bad  effects,  especially  under  15  years  of  age; 

(4)  inter-marrying,  early  marriages,  and  spending  money  on  dress  instead  of  on  good 
food,  and  the  marriages  of  people  physically  and  mentally  unfit  to  marry ; 

(5)  injudicious  feeding  of  infants  on  artificial  food  instead  of  on  their  natural  and 
proper  diet.  The  sending  of  young  children  long  distances  to  school  at  which 
they  often  arrive  in  bad  weather  cold  and  wet,  and  in  which  wretched  condition  they 
sit  for  hours  is  attended  by  serious  consequences,  both  physically  and  mentally. 
The  fact,  too,  that  a large  number  of  the  best  and  strongest  men  go  abroad,  leaving 
the  poorest  and  weakest  behind  is  a circumstance  likely  to  have  a special  influence 
in  Cornwall. 
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Respecting  mental  deterioration  the  contribnting  causes  are  given  as 
tension  of  business  ; living  too  fast  a life  and  beyond  income  ; over-anxiety  for  body 
and  soul  ; intermarrying,  improvident  marriages,  and  marriages  of  mentally  unfit 
people  ; religious  excitement ; alcohol ; syphilis  ; patent  medicines  ; means  for  pre- 
venting pregnancy ; unsuitable  education  and  want  of  parental  control. 


METEOROLOGY. 


RAINFALL.— The  mean  total  rainfall  for  1905  was  3 3 '96  inches,  against 
42 '45  inches  in  1904.  The  average  of  the  5 years  ending  December  31st  was  39'62 
inches.  The  previous  5 years’  average  was  4i'82  inches.  The  total  rainfall 
registered  at  Greenwich  was  23'c>3  inches,  against  20  67  inches  in  1904.  The 
highest  amount  of  rainfall  was  at  Bodmin  (Castle  Street) — 4471  inches,  and  the 
lowest  at  Newquay  (23 '64  inches). 

TEMPERATURE.— The  mean  temperature  for  1905  for  the  whole 
County  was  50'85  degrees,  against  5i'oo  degrees  for  1904,  and  51*17  degrees  for 
1903.  The  mean  temperature  at  Greenwich  was  ag'q  degrees,  against  49'8  degrees 
for  1904.  By  Table  13  it  will  be  seen  that  Cornwall’s  mean  temperature  for  the 
winter  months  was  45 '06  degrees,  against  44'93  degrees  for  1904  ; and  for  the 
summer  months  56'63  degrees,  against  57'o8  degrees  for  1904.  The  highest  mean 
temperature  occurred  in  July  (6 3 '56  degrees),  and  the  lowest  in  January  (4 2 '93 
degrees).  The  mean  daily  range  of  temperature  was  11*50,  ranging  from  15*32 
degrees  in  May  to  779  degrees  in  December.  The  mean  absolute  extremes  of  tem- 
perature ranged  from  77*6  degrees  in  July  to  28'o  degrees  in  November.  The 
highest  mean  temperature  for  the  year  was  at  the  Lizard  Lights  (53 '95  degrees), 
and  the  lowest  at  Pencarrow  (48*13  degrees). 

HUMIDITY. — The  relative  humidity  of  the  air  was  81  per  cent.,  against 
82  per  cent  in  1904,  and  ranged  from  86  in  December  to  77  in  April,  May,  and 
August. 


SUNSHINE. — The  total  hours  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  at  seven 
stations  numbered  12,021,  giving  an  average  of  1,717  hours  to  each  station.  The 
previous  year’s  total  was  11,543  hours,  and  average  1,649.  The  highest  recorded 
was  at  Penzance  (1,791),  and  the  lowest  at  Plymouth  (1,621).
